Although the Groups are related in 
that each is directed to a product comprising a nucleic acid of SEQ ID NO: 1 , the 
nucleic acid of Group I is a different biochemical entity than the plant of group II, and 
thus would be expected to have different properties and to behave differently in 
methods of use. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. It is noted that nucleic acids and plants require quite 
different areas of search.
